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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment A filed on 08/20/2003 has been entered. Claims 1-22 are 
pending in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments after claims being amended, see page 12, filed on 
08/20/2003, with respect to claims 1 and 12 under 35 U.S.C 102(e) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 12 has been withdrawn. 

3. The amended abstract has been approved. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Regarding claims 1 and 12, said claims are directed to a method/a decoder for 
maximum a posteriori (MAP) decoding of an input information sequence through a 
channel. The claims have been amended to include uniquely distinct features " ceasing 
said step of iteratively generating, and outputting last-generated decode results when 
difference between said last-generated decode results and next-to-last-generated 
decode results is within a compare threshold ". The closest prior art, Haller et al. (US 
6,182,261 B1) disclosing a similar iterative decoder, either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 
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5. Regarding claims 2 and 13, said claims are directed to a method/a decoder for 
maximum a posteriori (MAP) decoding of an input information sequence through a 
channel. The claims have been amended to independent form, claims comprising 
uniquely distinct step " a) generating the initial decode result as a first decode result " and 
" b) generating a second decode result based on the first decode result and a model of 
the channel " and " c) comparing the first and second decode result " and " e) repeating b- 
d if the first and second decode results are not within the compare threshold ". The 
closest prior art, Haller et al. (US 6,182,261 B1) disclosing a similar iterative decoder, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
